No. 38-ITC/fil. — In pursuance of the Notification of the Government of India in 
the late Department of Commerce No. 23-ITC/43 dated the 1st July 1943, as 
continued In force by the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 
1947), the Central Government hereby directs that the following further 
amendments shall be made in the Open General Licence No. XXIII published 
with the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry No. 20-ITC/61, dated tho 12th June 1951, as subsequently amended 
and that these amendments be published for general information, namely; — 

In Schedule ‘A’ appended to the said Open General Licence; 

(i) For the figures “11/16” appealing in column 1 against S, No. 38 of Part I 

the figures "9/16” shall be substituted; 

(ii) For the existing entry in column 1 against S. No. 49 of Part I the 

following entry shall be substituted, namely: — 

"All alloys of copper including cupre nickel scrap of such alloys In all 
forms including phospher copper but excluding all manufactures.” 

(iii) For the figures “11/32” appearing In column 1 against S> No, 9 of 

Part II, the figures "9/16 ff shall be substituted; 

(iv) For the entry "Copper electrodes In the form of rod, foil, wire and 

strip for welding and brazing” appearing against S. No. 10 of Part II, 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Copper electrodes and rods, lull, wire and strip for gas welding and 
brazing.” 

(v) For the entry “Electrodes made of brass bronze and other similar alloys 

m the forms of rod, foil, wire and strip for welding and brazing” 
appearing against S. No. 16 of Part II, the following shall be substi- 
tuted, namely;— 

"Electrodes and rods, foil, wire and strip made of brass, bronze and 
other similar alloys for gas welding and brazing.” 

(vi) For the entry “Cadmium, cobalt, manganese, magnesium bismuth, 

tungsten, molybdenum, silicon, chromium, vanadium and other virgin 
non-ferrou6 metals not otherwise specified and manufactures thereof 
and also including tin scrap, monel metal manufactures, Dental 
Silvery alloy in 1 and 5 oz. packing, Aluminium alloy Items containing 
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not more than 97 per cent, o f aluminium in the form of plates, sheets, 
circles strips, rods, bars, tubes, sections, wires and rivets, phospher 
copper and Magnesium powder also electrodes In the forrii of rod, 
foil, wire and strip for welding and brazing” apearing against S- No. 17 
of Part II, the following shall be substituted: 

“Cadmium, Cobalt, manganese, magnesium bismuth, tungsten, molybdenum, 
silicon, chromium, Vanadium and other virgin non-ferrous metals 
not otherwise specified and manufactures thereof and also includ- 
ing tin scrap, monel metal manufactures, Dental Silver alloy In I 
and 5 oz. packing. Aluminium alloy Items containing not more than 
97 per cent, of aluminium in the form of plates, sheets, circles 
strips, rods, bars, tubes, sections, wires and rivets, phospher copper, 
and Magnesium powder also electrodes, rods, foil, wire and strip 
for gas welding and brazing.” 

(vii) For the entry “Tools tipped with tungsten Carbide and tungsten 
carbide tips” appearing against S. No. 20(1) of Part II, the following 
shall be substituted: 

“Tools and Cutters tipped with tungsten carbide solid or inserted type 
and tungsten carbide tips ”

against item (4) of S. No. JO of Part II, the following shall be sub- 
stituted, namely— 

“Pistons and Piston rings above 6" diameter.”
